pers and magazines from 1783 down to the 
prefem period. At firlt we were told ot 
weak and infuflicient government—of viola- 
ted faith--of bankrupicies at home and abroad 
—of defiruive infects and a thoufand ter 
ribles, The war worn foldier was compelled 
to fell his hard earned pay for 2/6 on the 
pound, and the farmer who had furnished 
his cafi or his produce for the army, could 
get only naked promifes. of payment which 
would fell at no wore than one lixth of their 
nominal value, This proftration of public 
faith caufed coutinval murmurs, and the arch 
ipeculator alone was pleated with the hazard. 
ous profpe&.—Soon the United States thook 
to their centre from internal commotions.— 
General Shays, with a raggamuftin banditti, 
headed a civil war im Maffachufects, and male- 
contents were as frequent in each ffate as 
blalted profpects and unexpected bankrupt- 
cies. An every circle whether literary, po- 
litical or focial, thefe events were defcauted 

“pon, and prediction greatly prejudicial to 

our national intereft, formed with furpriling 

dexterity. 

As the arts of peace began to flourifh, we

A MATJOR’S CRUELTY PUNISHED. 








Proua, impatient 
Of aught fuperior, even of heaven that made 
bim ! 
Fond of falfe Glory, for the favage power 
Of ruling witvout reafon, of confounding 
Fuft ana ungujt, by unbounded will, 
Rowe’s Tam. 

S nothing is more amiable and God-like, 
A than humane and tender difpotition to. 
wards our fellow-creatures!o on the contrary, 
nothing is more hatejuvl and difguiting than 
cruelty. But how dangerous and dreadful is 
the latter of chefe, when it poffeiles the heart 
of a perion in power and command, either in 
the navy or army: where they can exercife 
their barvarity without controul, and load 
their fellow fubjecis{perhaps better men than 
themfeives) with anicries too grofs even for 
a brure beait to bear. And it is to be obierv- 
ed, that ahardcned crvei man,isfeldom a man 
o; common fenie, or a man of common cou. 
rage. But was it not wy defign to dwell 
upon aryuments and points of this nature,but 
only to inform, witract, and entertain my 
readers, in the beit maoner that I can, with. 
out offering the lealt offence to any order of 
mien, | thall jabmit the following ftory to the 
cenfure of the public, 

in Queen Aun’s reign, a foldier belonging 
to a sarching regimen: that was quartered in 
the city of W , was taken up for de- 
fercion; and being tried by a court martial 
for the fame, was ientenced tobe thot. ‘The 
Colonel and Lieutenant Colonel being both 
of then in London, the command of the re- 
giment devolved, in courfe, to the major, 
who was accounted a very crue] and obdurate 
man; aod, mdeed,it is obvious enough, from 
the follow mg relation. The poor man above 
mentioned being fentenced to be thot for de. 
fertion, and the day of his execution being 
come, the regiment, as ufual upon thole oc- 











cafions, was drawn up to fee the execution 
performed ; but when every body there that 
knew the cuitoms of thefe executions, ex- 
peated tofee the corporals cait lots tor that 
ungracious office, they were {urprifed to find 
it fixed, by the cruel major, upon the prifon- 
er’s own brother ouly ; who, being a folder 
in the fave company with him, was taking 
leave of his dying brother, and both with 
flowing eyes, hanging upon each others necks, 
were bathing one another with their tears, 
when the news of this unnatural and heart- 
breaking order was delivered to him. Who, 
that has any bowels of pity, or brotherly. 
love, can ipcak, or even conceive the avo- 
nies of thefe poor parting creatures, at che 
found of this moft cruel and unnatural difpo.- 
fition of the major? who could not be mo. 
ved, of any ways prevailed wpen to revoke 
his inhuman orders ; but tore them by force 
from ove another. before they had fpoken 
half they had to fay. The one fell down up 
on his knees, begging, with all his prayers 
and intreaties that he could, that he might 
not have a hand in his poor brother’s death ; 
and, at the fame iniiant, the poor prifover ne- 
glecting the few remaining moments of his 
hfe, to petition heaven im bis own behalf, 
employed them to join with his affiiéted bro- 
ther, to petition the favage major, that he 
would pleafe to let him receive his death from 
any other band than his. But all his tears avd 
fupplications were in vain. He was inflexible 
and not t6 be moved, He fwore that him 
and him only thould be the man, purpofely 
for example fake, and to make the execution 
the more horrible: When they had waited 
fome time in fupplication, to no purpofe,they, 
at Jength both of them fobmicted; and the 
prifoner having gone through the ufmal fer- 
vice wih che Minifter, he kneeled down at the 
place appointed, to receive the fatal fhot: 
while the cruel and obdurate Major iiood by 
to fee the afflicted brother load his initrunient 
of death: which being done, he ordered him 
te oblerve the third fignal with his cane, 
and at that anttant, to do his office, and dif. 
patch the prnfoner. So, after once more em- 
bracing each other, they parted with a flood 
of mutual tears —But here my re:der, be 
hold the juftice of Providence ! whea the cru 
el major was dealing his fatal fignals for the 
priloner’sdeath, at the lait motion of his 
cane, the folder infpired by fome jufler pow. 
er, fuddenly turned about his piece, aud thot 
the inhuman major in a moment through the 
head ;—repeatiog thefe words he threw 
down his piece--**He that can fhew no mercy, 
no mercy let bim receive. Now I fubmir! I 
had‘ rather die this hour for his death, than 
live an hundred, aud give my brother his.” 
At this unexpected accident, nobody feemed 
to be forry ; but the officers ordering him in 
to cultody, fome of the chief citizens (wha 
came there to fee the execution, and were 
witnefles of all that pafled) prevailed upon 
the next commanding officer, to carry them 
both back together, and not to execute the 
other prifoner, till further orders; aod pro- 
mifed to indemify him for fo doing, as far as 
their whole intereft could go with the Queen, 
This requeft being complied with, the city. 
chamber, that very night, drew upa moft 
pathetic and moving addrefs, to their fove.

DISTURBANCES at BIRMINGHAM. 
July 14- K 

The populace of Birmioyham conceiving that 
a commemoration of French anarchy in thts coun- 
try, was an infult to the Majetly of the coniiiuta- 
tion, and a defign to diiturb the general and en- 
viable tranquility of the ftate afl: mbled on Phurt- 
day before Dacfley’s Hotei, where about eighty 
perfons were met for the purpole of celebrating 
the glorious 14th of July. We lament, howe- 
ver, that what certainiy proceeded frem fo lauda- 
ble a principle fhould end in conieguences fe ua- 
juttifiable; bat their refeorment being once wara- 
ed, foon became inflimed, and the influence com- 
municated to certaso religions convencicies, where 
they conceived an oppofie, though not leis ia- 
flamabie fpirit, originaced. 

By eight o’clock, upwards of two thoufand per- 
fons were Colleéted ; their firtt at was to break all 
the wirdows of the Hote'—they then proceeded 
to Dr. Prieitley’s new meeting boule, which they 
fhortiy confumed—the old meeting hyule oecame 
next their objeG of their tury, and thared the 
fome fate. Irritated by one another again the 
D fenters, tho? determined, (una voce) to de- 
fiivy Dr. Priettlye’s dwelling-houfe, at Fairhill, 
one mie fron Birmingham. It accordingly was 
befet about midi, ht, and before ten o'clock the 
following mofiing, was entirely demolithed. We 
lemeot to hear bis hbrary and elaboratory, with 
a!] hos philofophical apparatus, were coulumed, 
as weil as every other article in the houfe. The 
Di dtor was appriied of their intentions in time to 
elcape with his tamily to a houle in the neighbor- 
hood. Ou Friday morning moe perfous were 
found dead in the flreets, and feveral others have 
been dangerovily wounded, by the falling of 
hoafes, &c. &c. 

Maay houfes belonging to fome of the princi- 
pal Diflenters, have been marked for deflrudtion ; 
and, unlefs the arrival of the military thouid put 
an end 10 the commotion, the confequeoces may 
prove fatal to the whole town. Trade is entirely 
at a ftand, and every thing is in the greateft con- 
fufion. - 

Friday evening, Fuly 15. 

A great number, about one o'clock, ailembled 
reund the elegaint manfiod of Mr. Joho Ryland 
(formerly the refidence of Mr. Betkerville, the 
celebrated printer,) which had lately been en- 
larged and beavtified at a great expence. The 
mok foothing means were adopted to make them 
cefill—moncy was even offered them to induce 
them te retire, but to no purpofe; for, fir ex- 
hauting the contents of the cellar, they then (fet 
fre to the houfe and furniture. The conflagration 
was dreadful. 

From thence they proceeded to the feat of John 
Taylor, Eig. banker. There, five tundred 
pounds were offered them to defilt, but to no 
perpofe, for they immediately fer fire to that 
beautiful maofion, which, together with its fu- 
perp furniture, flables, offices, green-houfe, hot- 
boule, &c. are reduced to a heap of rains,

Tae people wao demolifhed Mr. Hemphrey’s 
houte laboured in as cool and orderly a mauner as 
if they bad been employed by the owner at io 
rouch per day.
